Obama: ‘Find a Way Forward’ 


President chides Mideast leaders to reach a peace accord 


NEW YORK I Bristling with impatience, Pres- 
ident Obama sternly prodded Israeli and 
Palestinian leaders to relaunch Mideast 
peace negotiations Tuesday, grasping a newly 
personal role in their historic standoff. He 
won an awkward, stone-faced handshake 
but no other apparent progress beyond a 
promise to talk about more talks. 

There had been hopes for weeks that 
there might be more to show from the first 


meeting of Israeli Prime Minister Benja- 
min Netanyahu and Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas since Netanyahu took 
office in March — perhaps even a dramatic 
announcement by Obama of the resump- 
tion of the Mideast peace negotiations that 
broke off over a year ago. 

The president hosted the two foes at his 
New York hotel during a marathon day of 
diplomacy on the sidelines of this week’s 


United Nations General Assembly gather- 
ing. It was a high-stakes gambit that could 
prove to be a timely personal intervention 
in a decades-old dispute that Obama has 
made a presidential priority or a flop that 
damages Obama’s global credibility on a 
broader scale. 

“Despite all the obstacles, despite all the 
history, despite all the mistrust, we have to 
find a way forward. ... It is absolutely criti- 
cal that we get this issue resolved,” Obama

Floodwaters Linger in SE States 


Torrential rainstorms 
in the region leave at 
least nine people dead 

AUSTELL, GA.I Neighborhoods, 
schools and even roller coasters 
at Six Flags over Georgia were 
awash in several feet of murky, 
brown water Tuesday, and offi- 
cials found a ninth storm victim 
who had been swept away from 
her car a day earlier, 

Georgia officials warned wor- 
ried residents to wait for the flood- 
waters to recede before checking 
out their damaged homes, and in 
Tennessee, a retirement center 
was evacuated. 

Torrential Southeast rains 
soaked the region for days, knock- 
ing motorists from cars and split- 
ting at least one mobile home. A 
Tennessee man who jumped in the 
floodwaters was still missing. 
Washed-out roads and flooded 
freeways around metro Atlanta 
caused commuters headaches and 
hundreds of residents sought refuge 
in shelters. About 120 residents of 
a Tennessee retirement center were 
evacuated by boats and trucks and

others were ferried from low-l)dng 
neighborhoods and motels in a 
Chattanooga suburb as two nearby 
creeks continued to rise. 

Georgia emergency officials 
said they were confident those in 
immediate danger had been evac- 
uated, but were concerned about 
residents attempting to return to 
their homes too soon, 

“We had people who were out 
safely but decided they wanted to 
get back in danger,” said Charley 
English, head of Georgia Emer- 
gency Management Agency. 

Gov. Sonny Perdue asked Presi- 
dent Obama to declare a state of 
emergency in Georgia and urged 
residents to stay away from flood- 
ed areas. Officials were beginning 
to assess the damage and did not 
provide a financial estimate. 

“I want to plead with you to 
give these waters time to recede,” 
Perdue said. “Rescuers are put- 
ting their lives at risk to try to get 
someone out who foolishly drove 
through rushing waters.” 

The skies were clear and even 
sunny in parts of Georgia on Tues- 
day. Most of the rain eased over- 
night. (AP)

FDA flexes its powers 
by outlawing flavored 
cigarettes in the U.S. 

RICHMOND, VA. | The new federal 
ban on flavored cigarettes took 
effect on Tuesday, marking one of 
the first visible signs of the Food 
and Drug Administration’s new 
authority to regulate tobacco. 

The ban on manufacturing, 
importing, marketing and distri- 
bution includes candy-, fruit- and 
clove-flavored cigarettes, which 
authorities say are more appeal- 
ing to youth. It does not include a 
ban on menthol or other flavored 
tobacco products such as cigars — 
issues that the FDA is studying. 


The FDA sent a letter to the 
industry last week discussing the 
ban and its plans for enforcement, 
including the definition of a ciga- 
rette under the ban. Officials are 
encouraging consumers to notify 


authorities of any potential vio- 
lations. 

In June, President Obama 
signed the law that allows the FDA 
to regulate the tobacco industry,

Banks for a Loan 


Insurance fund hits 
its lowest level since 
the S&L crisis in ’92 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corp. is weighing sev- 
eral costly — and never-before- 
used — options as it struggles to 
shore up the dwindling fund that 
insures bank deposits. 

The agency is considering 
borrowing billions from healthy 
banks. Alternatively, it may 
impose a special fee on the bank- 
ing industry. 

Each option carries risk: Draw- 
ing money from healthy banks 
would take dollars out of the pri- 
vate sector, making that money 
unavailable for investment in the 


weak economy. But charging the 
whole industry a fee to replenish 
the fund could push weaker banks 
toward failure. 

A third option — borrowing 
from the Treasury — is politically 
unpalatable, since it would resem- 
ble a taxpayer-financed bailout. 

A fourth option would be to 
have banks pay their regular insur- 
ance premiums early. But this idea 
wouldn’t solve the fund’s long-term 
cash needs. 

Bank failures since the finan- 
cial crisis struck have drained the 
fund to its lowest level since 1992, 
at the peak of the savings-and- 
loan crisis. 

The fund insures deposit bank 
accounts with balances of up to

UNITED NATIONS I China laid 
down a significant plan for curb- 
ing greenhouse gases on Tuesday, 
outlining ambitious goals of plant- 
ing enough forest to cover an area 
the size of Norway and generat- 
ing 15 percent of its energy needs 
from renewable sources within 
a decade. 

Chinese President Hu Jintao 
also promised at the opening of 
the United Nations climate sum- 
mit that the communist nation 
would take “determined and prac- 
tical steps” to boost its nuclear 
energy, improve energy efficiency 
and reduce “by a notable margin” 
the growth rate of its carbon pol- 
lution as measured against eco- 
nomic growth. 


Experts were watching China 
closely because it had in the past 
largely ignored global efforts to 
diminish emissions. 


“At stake in the fight against cli- 
mate change are the common inter- 
ests of the entire world,” Hu said. 
“Out of a sense of responsibility to 


its own people and people across 
the world, China fully appreciates 
the importance and urgency of 
addressing climate change.” 

Much attention was also fixed 
Tuesday on President Obama’s first 
U.N. speech, in which he pledged 
the U.S. is “determined to act.” 

“The threat from climate 
change is serious, it is urgent, and 
it is growing,” Obama said. “And 
the time we have to reverse this 
tide is running out.” 

But while Obama campaigned 
for the presidency vowing to 
push through stringent cuts in 
U.S. emissions, he has run up 
against stiff resistance among 
Republicans, and the Senate 
most likely won’t have written 
climate legislation until after 
world leaders gather this Decem- 
ber in Copenhagen, Denmark, to 
negotiate a treaty to replace the 
1997 Kyoto pact, john heilprin (ap)

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French Police Raze ‘Jungle’ Camp

Illegal immigrants are 
foreed out of dwellings 
near English Channel 

CALAIS, FRANCE I French police 
razed a squalid camp used by ille- 
gal immigrants in scrubland near 
the English Channel port of Cal- 
ais on Tuesday, using backhoes 
and buzz saws to clear away the 
precarious dwellings of a fragile 
population, mostly Afghan minors, 
who were led away stunned and 
sometimes sobbing. 

The destruction of the site — 
known as “the Jungle” — ends the 
migrants’ dreams of a new life 
across the Channel in Britain but 


signifies what France hopes will 
be a new era in European immi- 
gration control. People who lived 


there tried night after night to 
sneak across the Channel. 

“The law of the jungle cannot last 


eternally,” said Immigration Min- 
ister Eric Besson, who ordered the 
destruction of what he called “a law- 
less zone where smugglers reign.” 

He blamed a lack of coordi- 
nation among European nations’ 
immigration laws for the prob- 
lem and said he looks forward to 
tougher border controls “ideally” 
by the end of the year. 

Police scuffled with humani- 
tarian volunteers who have long 
helped the immigrants, but no 
injuries were reported. 

Up to 800 illegal immigrants 
camped near the port and in 
smaller “jungles” around Calais 
until months ago. However, hun- 
dreds began leaving as the expect-

Crash Mars Parade in Iran 


Plane accident kills 
seven as Tehran fetes 
its military’s strength 

TEHRAN, IRAN | President Mah- 
moud Ahmadinejad said Tuesday 
that Iran is stronger than ever and 
warned that its military will “cut 
the hand” of anyone who attacks. 
But a military parade where he 
spoke was marred when an air 
force plane crashed, killing seven 
people, according to state radio. 

State TV showed video footage 
of burning wreckage from the mili- 
tary plane surrounded by fire trucks 
in farmlands south of Tehran. 

There was no immediate word

on the cause of the crash, but the 
Iranian military — and its civilian 
airlines — have been plagued by 
lethal accidents. The crashes are 
blamed in part on U.S. sanctions 
that make it difficult for Iran to get 
spare parts, but experts have said 


airlines are strapped for cash and 
often have poor maintenance. 

State radio and television did 
not specify the type of plane that 
crashed, saying only that it was used 
for transport. The air force show 
Tuesday included U.S.-made jet 
fighters and bombers acquired by 
Iran before its 1979 Islamic Revo- 
lution, and more recently acquired 
Russian aircraft and Iran’s domes- 
tically built fighter, known as the 
Saeqeh, or Thunderbolt. 

The air show was part of a 
military parade held on Tehran’s 
southern outskirts showing off 
anti-missile and anti-aircraft sys- 
tems that Iran bought from Russia 
in 2007.

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Zelaya Stuck in Honduran Capital 


Deposed president, 
70 supporters trapped 
at Brazilian Embassy 

TEGUCIGALPA, HONDURAS I Baton- 
wielding soldiers used tear gas and 
water cannons to chase away thou- 
sands who demonstrated outside 
the Brazilian Embassy, leaving 
deposed President Manuel Zelaya 
and 70 friends and family trapped 
inside without water, electricity 
or phones. 


“We know we are in danger,” 
Zelaya said during interviews with 
various media outlets on Tuesday. 
“We are ready to risk everything, 
to sacrifice.” 

Heavily armed soldiers stood 
guard on neighboring rooftops and 
helicopters buzzed overhead. 

Zelaya, forced out of his country 
at gunpoint, triumphantly popped 
up in the capital on Monday, telling 
supporters that after three months 
of international exile and a secre- 
tive 15-hour cross-countryjourney.

he was ready to lead again. 

Interim President Roberto 
Micheletti s response was terse: Ini- 
tially, he said Zelaya was lying about 
being there, and then — after Zelaya 
appeared on national television — 
Micheletti pressed Brazil to hand 
Zelaya over so he could be arrest- 
ed under a warrant issued by the 
Supreme Court, charging him with 
treason and abuse of authority. 

Some officials suggested even 
the embassy would be no haven. 

Police and soldiers set up a ring 
of security in a three-mile perimeter 
around the Brazilian Embassy. 

Meanwhile, Micheletti closed 


airports and borders, and baton- 
wielding police fired tear gas to 
chase thousands of demonstra- 
tors away from the embassy where 
Zelaya’s supporters had gathered. 

Zelaya said he had no plans to 
leave, and he repeatedly asked to 
speak with Micheletti. 

Those negotiations have yet 
to begin, and with his embassy 
the current hot spot for the Hon- 
duran crisis, Brazilian President 
Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva called 
Zelaya and pressed him not to do 
anything that might provoke an 
invasion of the diplomatic mission.

NTSB Urges Track Checks 


Agency recommends 
changes for Metro s 
train detection signals 

The National Transportation Safe- 
ty Board has issued nine new safety 
recommendations to Metro and 
its circuit manufacturer as part 
of its investigation into the June 
22 crash on the Red Line. 

The recommendations address 
concerns about the safety of train 
control systems, such as Metro’s, 
that use audio frequencies to detect 
and report the presence in trains. 


The NTSB considers six of the rec- 
ommendations urgent. 

In its statement Tuesday, the 
NTSB again noted that it has not 
determined the cause of the crash. 
But it says that during the inves- 
tigation, investigators discovered 
that a failure occurred in which a 
false signal generated by a track 
circuit module transmitter mim- 
icked a valid signal and bypassed 
the rails via an unintended path. 

As a result, the stopped train 
was not detected in the track cir- 
cuit where the following train 
crashed into it. 


The NTSB wants Metro and Als- 
tom Signaling Inc., the manufac- 
turer of the track circuit modules in 
the area where the crash occurred, 
to examine the track circuits and 
work together to eliminate condi- 
tions that could affect their safety. 
It also urged the transit authority 
to develop a program to regularly 
determine that the electronics are 
working correctly. 

During the summer, Metro 
said it was raising its standards 
for acceptable performance of 
track circuits, robert Thomson

Legislation: Members 
need to uphold ‘high 
standards’ of conduct 

D.C. Council member Marion 
Barry said Tuesday the new eth- 
ics code for council members is “a 
step forward” that demonstrates 
Council Chairman Vincent C. 
Gray’s “progressive thinking,’ 

In an unanimous vote, the 
council approved emergency leg- 
islation that establishes the city’s 
first “Code of Official Conduct” 
for council members. 

The proposal, for example, 
states that council members need 
to uphold “unusually high stan-

dards of honesty, integrity, impar- 
tiality” and that the “avoidance of 
misconduct and conflicts of inter- 
est on the part of council members 
is indispensable.”

Barry, who battled ethical ques- 
tions all summer, praised Gray for 
bringing up the issue. 

“Thanks for bringing this,” 
Barry told Gray. “It’s a situa- 
tion that most us can be proud 
of All of [us] have followed [the 
rules] anyway. It’s just a matter

3-Year Extension 
Granted for NoVa 
BRAG Relocation 


ARLINGTON I Northern Virginia 
has received what amounts to a 
three-year reprieve from a looming 
deadline to relocate up to 20,000 
military jobs that some say will 
cause a traffic meltdown. 

Since 2005, the region has been 
seeking to blunt the impact of the 
Pentagon’s base realignment pro- 
cess. Up to 20,000 jobs are sup- 
posed to move by 2011. 

Rep. Jim Moran, D-Va., 
announced Tuesday that Defense 
Department agencies in the region

An $8 million gift will allow the National Postal Museum to add a 12,000-square- 
foot gallery to its space. The donation is the single largest in the museum’s history. 


Renowned collector 
donates largest gift in 
D.C. facility’s history 

The National Postal Museum 
announced Tuesday morning 
that the modest museum dedi- 
cated to the history of stamps and 
mail delivery will be expanding 
with an on-time arrival of a gift of 
$8 million. 

The donation comes from Wil- 
liam H, Gross, the founder of Pacif- 
ic Investment Management Co. 
(PIMCO), an investment firm head- 
quartered in Newport Beach, Calif 
Gross is an influential bond inves- 
tor and an internationally known 
stamp collector. It is the largest gift 
in the museum’s history. 

The gift will enable the museum 
to add a 12,000-square-foot gallery 
to the 65,000-square-foot facility 
near Union Station,

three historic items: a commem-

TV I ABC must have concluded that 
calling its new series “One Really 
Desperate Housewife” would con- 
fuse viewers. 

Courteney Cox returns to the 
sitcom format in “Cougar Town” 
(Wednesdays at 9:30 p.m,), pla)dng 
Jules, a recent divorcee struggling to 
balance work, raising her teenage son 
and learning to date again in a town 
where “aU the single guys are broken, 
gay or chasing younger girls.” 

She also spends a lot of time 
wearing lingerie. 

The show opens with Jules 
emerging from the shower and 
examining herself in the mirror. 
She pokes and prods the suppos- 
edly flawed areas of her supposedly 
aging body, but apart from some 
wrinkly elbow skin, Cox doesn’t 
have much room for complaint. 
Having seen the actress in her 
underwear, we’re convinced the 
network brought in a stunt belly for 
one particular close-up jiggle shot. 
While women do deal with chang- 
ing bodies as they age, Cox is hard- 
ly a typical specimen, so the later 
story line in which she attempts to 
avoid having sex with the lights on 
comes off as contrived. 

“Cougar Town,” like Jules her- 
self, is obsessed with sex. ABC 
seems to believe that if Jules can 
cram an “I’m converting to lesbi- 
anism” joke and a threat to publi- 


cize naked baby pictures (complete 
with specific reference to genital 
size) into a minute-long conver- 
sation with her teenage son, then 
it should aspire to the same fre- 
quency of sexual references. 

Accordingly, the premiere 
includes much more than 
Jules’sfirst foray into cougardom. 
Viewers are also treated to the 
details of her neighbors’ sex lives, 
Jules flashing a high school biker, 
a co-worker’s chest hickey and a 
subplot involving teen boys’ steal- 
ing her cleavage- displaying real

VIDEO GAME I Bungie, the devel- 
oper of Microsoft’s blockbuster 
“Halo” trilogy, wrapped up the 
story in 2007. The war between 
humanity and the alien Covenant 
was over, with the hero, super- 
soldier Master Chief, drifting off 
into cryogenic sleep. 


But while Master Chief s role 
may be finished, there are prob- 
ably many more side stories to be 
told about the interstellar war, 
“Halo 3: ODST” (Microsoft, for the 
Xbox 360, $ 59 . 99 ) is one of those 
stories — and your enjoyment of 
it will depend on how devoted a 
“Halo” fan you are. 

“ODST” follows a squad of 
grunts dealing with events touched 
upon in “Halo 2.” These Orbital 
Drop Shock Troopers come to 


Earth during an alien invasion of 
the African metropolis New Mom- 
basa — but their mission quickly 
goes awry, and they’re scattered 
across the city. 

One trooper, “the Rookie,” 
wakes up six hours later and sets 
out to find his five squad mates 
in the city’s abandoned nighttime 
streets. Each time he finds a device 
connected to another soldier, the 
action switches to a flashback 
covering that soldier’s role in the 


battle of New Mombasa. 

It’s a clever device, letting you 
experience different types of com- 
bat in a short time. But none of 
these experiences feels fresh. And 
while it’s fun to try on the combat 
boots of someone other than Mas- 
ter Chief, none of the new char- 
acters is more than a battlefield 
cliche. You can whip through the 
solo campaign in about six hours, 
and its climactic revelation is a let- 
down.

MUSIC I It’s been said that Pearl 
Jam has spent most of the last 
decade essentially in revolt against 
fame. That may be true, but fol- 
lowing a strong return to form 
on its 2006 self-titled disc, Pearl 
Jam continues to surprise with an 
upbeat and hope-filled collection 
on “Backspacer.” 

After getting back to basics 
with its previous disc, which was 
filled with the emotional and polit- 
ical angst that the band made its 
name on, “Backspacer” looks for- 
ward with positivity.

National Parks Predict Record Year 


RECREATION I The national park 
system is headed for a record- 
breaking number of visitors this 
year if travel trends hold up. 

Nearly 232 million people have 
already visited national park sites 
this year, with recreational visits in 
2009 up almost 5 percent compared 
to the same period in 2008. 

If visitation stays strong 
through year’s end, the parks 
could see more than 288 mil- 
lion visitors for 2009, topping the 
previous records of more than 
287 million visitors in 1987 and 1999, 


according to National Park Service 
spokesman Jeffrey G. Olson. 

Ken Burns’ new series about 
the national parks, “America’s 
Best Idea,” which debuts on PBS 
Sept. 27, is expected to help keep 
interest in the parks high for the 
rest of the year. “We think it’s the 
neatest thing since sliced bread,” 
Olson said. 

President Obama’s inauguration 
in January also helped bump up 
tourist numbers to park sites such 
as the National Mall and monu- 
ments in Washington, D.C. (ap)

Conquer the Divide 


A Wash, wilderness 
loop winds through a 
range of landscapes 

DESTINATIONS I “Did you seethe 
bear?” the backpacker standing 
at the side of the trail asked. “He 
sure saw you.” 

Well, no. I’d missed him, 
screened by a few trees even though 
we peacefully passed within about 
200 yards of each other. But I had 
excuses: Like the bear, I was stuff- 
ing myself with wild blueberries. 
Unlike the bear, I was frequently 
finding myself staring slack-jawed 


at the astonishingly beautiful vis- 
tas of Olympic National Park’s 
High Divide Trail. 

The 18.2-mile wilderness loop 
on the Olympic Mountains’ north- 
west side is a sampler of what the 
park offers: old-growth forest, river 
canyons and waterfalls, subalpine 
meadows, a rugged basin dotted 
by peaceful lakes, views of Mount 
Olympus and other peaks — nearly 
everything but ocean beaches and 
rain forests. You won’t be lonely — 
it’s a popular Pacific Northwest 
backpacking trip — but there’s 
more than enough room to be off 
by yourself. 


“It’s a hike where you get to see 
the old-growth forest at the lower 
end and then the spectacular high 
country,” said Bryan Bell, the park’s 
Wilderness Information Center 
supervisor. “It’s great for wildflow- 
ers, fall colors, wildlife.” 

You can do the loop in one day, 
but I gave myself four on a late 
summer trip, both to accommodate 
a five-hour drive from Seattle and 
to allow plenty of time to explore. 
My trip coincided with rare cloud- 
less days, but anyone doing the 
loop should be prepared for sud- 
den weather changes, regardless

Restaurant scribe 
Frank Bruni tucks 
into a new memoir 

Until he stepped down last month, 
Frank Bruni ruled Manhattan’s 
dining culture as restaurant crit- 
ic of the New York Times. In ... 
his new memoir, “Born 
Round: The Secret . 
History of a Full-Time : 

Eater,” the lifelong food- *. 
ie describes family feasts, 
why he loved attending 
sporting events and his strug- 
gles with eating disorders. Bruni 
will discuss his book and sign 
copies at Politics and Prose (5015 
Connecticut Ave. NW; 202-364- 
1919) on Tuesday at 7 p.m. 

What’s your greatest food pleasure? 

If you’re as big a food lover as I am, 
it’s not possible to say one food plea- 
sure. I love so many things. 

What’s a typical dinner at home? 

It would be nothing, because I 
only really stopped eating out 


every night for my job about three 
weeks ago. That was the past five 
years of my life, so there was no 
dinner at home. 

What would be your ideal ratio of 
dining in to eating out? 

An optimal ration would be three 
nights out, four nights in. 
I love eating out, and it’s 
. certainly a nice reward 
: ifyou have a tough work 
.• life to not worry about 
finding ingredients and 
cleaning up. If I ate out 
every night now without hav- 
ing the professional duty and the 
expense account, I would probably 
go broke fairly quickly. 

How was it to host guests and 
friends in restaurants as a critic? 

I definitely had the Bruni family 
impulse to want the people dining 
with me to have a good time, but 
they were there to help me do my 
job, so more important than the 
impulse was to order salmon, sir- 
loin and lobster even if my guests 
wanted halibut, lamb and pork. 


Was it stressful to be a critic? 

At the end of the day, it’s a job. 
There’s a methodology and a 
schedule. All these things mean 
that you’re not just hurtling out 
the door with a credit card and 
an appetite to have a good time. 
It’s a peculiar set of responsibili-

ties with a peculiar set of things 
to keep track of — like fake reser- 
vation names and phone numbers 
— but it’s not more stressful than 
somebody in a law firm working 
late at night on a legal brief. Just 
a different set of challenges. 

How did your childhood of Italian 
meals translate to life as a critic? 

The link between those meals and 
the last five and a half years is a 


love and celebration of food. It’s 
about the incredible pleasure and 
comfort one feels sitting at a table 
with food as the musical score to 
that experience. 

Do you like hosting dinners? 

I’ve never been much of a cook, 
because I lack the patience. I had 
a pretty intense life work-wise even 
before I ate out every night — I tend 
to work a lot of hours — so I just 
never was a good host. My little 
brother is a bit more adept; when 
he hosts a party, he’s expansive in 
the amount of food he provides and 
the trappings he makes. 

What are your plans now? 

I’m looking forward to doing a 
variety of stuff I’ve seldom been 
a one-topic person. For me to 
spend so many years focusing on 
something as specific as food and, 
more specifically, on restaurants 
was different. I’ll be happy to do a 
political story one month, a Holly- 
wood story the next month, maybe 
a food story somewhere down the
